The most sensational feat of this 
band was accom plished Aug. 23. 11*07, 
w hen they held up a train on the 
Coast railroad and robbed the cashier 
of the Hest r a n t ska imperial arm s fac­ 
tory of $6,500.

sat near the cashier, was fatally shot.

E very allusion to the future of the 
state, its opportunities and resources, 
was greeted with outbursts of wild ap­ 
plause by the delegates. 
J. E. O'Brien, president of the Com­ 
mercial club, presided. 
Mr. O’Brien, 
in calling the m eeting to order, briefly 
alluded to the purpose of the associa­ 
tion and declared that it was im pos­ 
sible to estim ate the advantage which 
would accrue to the state at large 
from the work of the association.

VICTIM RECOVERED 


Three Lives Lost in Fire et 


Rochester, Minn. 


IT TRYING TO SAVE CHILD 


Minnesota Woman Killed by a Street 
Car. 


W inona, Minn., Ju n e 2.— Mrs. Will­ 
iam R edm ann, tw enty-four years old, 
lost her life in attem pting to save her 
two-year-old child from being crushed 
to d eath u nder the wheels of a street 
car in front of her home. 
T h e m o th er was at w ork on the side 
porch of h er residence and the child 
was playing in the street, when the 
little one ran directly in the path of a 
rapidly approaching car. 
T he woman 
ran hysterically into the street in an 
effort to save the baby. 
But a t the sam e m om ent the m otor­ 
man saw the child. 
He reversed the 
power instantly, climbed to the front 
of the coach and grasped the little 
one, who was practically uninjured, 
from th e fender. 
T he frantic mother, however, stum ­ 
bled and pitched head forem ost under 
the car betw een the front and rear 
trucks. 
T he wheels passed over the 
neck and her head was practically sev­ 
ered from the body. 
Death was In­ 
stantaneous. 


Irons fire visited this city, in which it 
is thought three lives were lost, but 
as yet only one body lias been recov­ 
ered. 
T he fire started in the Chicago 
G reat W estern stock yards and for a 
tim e one section of 
this 
city was 
threatened. 
T he origin of the fire is 
a m ystery, but it is thought it re­ 
ceived its start from the victim of the 
flames and his companions. 
So far as can be learned four men 
in a state of intoxication went into 
the sheds and went 
to sleep.

sm oking of the men caused the blaze
